The Oity Council convened in rogular session, at the regular meoting place in the Council Room
at the Municipal Building, on Thureday, Jenuary 11, 1940, at 113100 A. M., with Moyer Tom Miller
proeldings Roll 0all ehowed the following membere present: Councilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillds,
Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; abasent, none.

The Minutes of the regular meeting of January !} were read, and upon motion, were adopted as read
by the following votot Ayes, Oouncilm;n Alford, Bartholomew, 0411is, Moyor Miller, and Councilman Wolf;
neys, nones .

A public hearing on the proposal to close Tom MAller Lake to fishing until May, 1941, wae set
for Thureday night, January 18, in the Qouncil Room at the Muniocipal Bullding.

Mr, Harry Pollard, Attornéy for Mr. lLeslie Orockett, appeared before the Couneil and proteeted
the granting of a lease to Mr, Jack Reed of a portion of the City!s property immediately north of
the Dam for dleplay room and boat house purposes on the grounds: that the exact boundary line of
the 0ity's property and that of the University of Texas leased by his client is in question, that
is it questionable whether the Olty has the xight to lease the property by reason of deed restrictions,
that the property is better sulted for park purposes than for a commercial enterprise, and that thg
pler proposed to be bullt there would be a harard and might Jeopurdize the aperation of the Dam by
the ORA,

Mz, Jagk Reed, appouring in bebalf of his application for the lease in question,submitted: that
by reason of the dredging which he proposes to do, the Lake would be made available to boats at this
roint, that the Olty would roceive a revenus fyom the operation of the lease, that a ferry would be
installed to carry paseengers across to Beo Oreek, and that launohing and marine facllities would
be ingtalled, and also & show room for the sale of marine_commoditiea

After discusalon, the Council roferred the matter of the aforesald lease, together with that
of Mr. Wylio Bennett and Mr. Jacques, to the Oity Managor for consideration, and recommendation at
the next rogular meeting, 1f poseible.

The matter of a orime survey for the City of Austin, which was requested by the Ministerial
Association and others, oame before the meeting. Mayor Miller stated that the proposal of
Mrs Walter 8. Jeffreys, 5r., to make this survey for the sum of $1000 had been formally withdrawn,
and that 1t was the opinion of a majority of the Oity Oounoil that such a survey should not be made

at this time,
Mrs L. G, Phares was present and submittod a proposal to make the survey for the sum of $500.

Judge D. J. Pickle and Mr. X, A Murchison wore also presont and commonded the City Couneil

for not awarding the ocontract to an outeofetown man,
